Contrastingly, the Church — rapture, 
according to the pre-tribulational view, 
stands as a beacon of hope for believers, 
heralding a moment when Christ will 
snatch away His bride before the 
tribulation's travail begins (1 
Thessalonians _4:13-18;1 Corinthians 
15:50-54). It is this distinction that imbues 
the rapture with an aura of imminence, 
for it could transpire at any instant, 
catching the world unawares. 


In light of this imminent reality, we are 
summoned, as the faithful, to emulate the 
wisdom of the virgins in Jesus' parable, 
ensuring that our lamps are trimmed and 
burning brightly in anticipation of the 
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Bridegroom's arrival (Matthew 25:1-13). 
Let us heed the Master's exhortation to 
be ever watchful, for the hour is 
undisclosed, and the day unknown. 


As we traverse the corridors of time, let 
the imminent prospect of the Church 
rapture serve as a Clarion call to 
readiness—a call to steadfastness in 
faith, fervency in prayer, and fidelity in 
service. For in the blink of an eye, the 
trumpet shall sound, and we shall be 
caught up together with Him in the clouds 
(1. Thessalonians 4:17). May we, 
therefore, stand resolute, ever mindful of 
the words of our Lord: "Be on the alert 
then, for you do not know the day nor the 
hour" (Matthew 25:13).
